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Police 
seek 
killers  of 
two  local 
residents 

Suspect  sets 
victim's  house 
ablaze  after 
homicide

SF  Police  Department  homi- 
cide inspectors  are  still  investi- 
gating (he  deaths  of  two 
Richmond  District  residents  in 
early  September. 

On  Saturday.  Sept.  6.  the  SF 
Fire  Department  responded  to  a 
two-alarm  fire  in  the  2800  block 
of  Balboa  Street  and  discovered  a 
grisly  suiprise  —  the  still-smol- 
dering body  of  94-year-old  Peter 
Bear. 

"Mr.  Bear  was  murdered,*' 
said  homicide  inspector  Joe 
Toomcy. 

Hie  victim  was  bludgeoned  to 
death  before  a  fire  was  deliber- 
ately set  in  the  house's  roof  area, 
he  said.  Neighbors  reported  the 
blaze,  which  occurred  at  about  3 
p.m. 

Firefighters  discovered  Bear's 
body  in  a  garage  area,  under  a 
mattress,  Toomey  said.  After  dis- 
tinguishing the  flames,  the  homi- 
cide unit  was  called  to  investigate 
the  death. 

A  tenant  of  Bear's,  who  lives 
on  the  lower  level  of  the  senior 
man's  house,  was  questioned  by 
police  and  is  not  considered  a 
suspect. 

Toomey  is  also  investigating 
the  death  of  49-year-oid  Carolyn 
Moscarella. 

The  Richmond  District  wom- 
an was  discovered  in  the  hallway 
of  her  apartment  building,  locat- 
ed in  the  5800  block  of  Geary 
Boulevard,  by  her  boyfriend  on 
Saturday,  Sept.  6. 

The  boyfriend  called  emer- 
gency workers  just  after  1  a.m.. 
and  they  responded  to  the  cou- 
ple's apartment. 

The  cause  of  her  death  is  still 
under  investigation.  Toomey  said 
he  is  waiting  for  test  results  from 
the  SF  Coroner's  office  to  come 
back,  so  the  coroner  can  make  a 
determination  as  to  the  cause  of 
death. 

Moscarella's  boyfriend  was 
queried  by  homicide  inspectors 
and  released.  Toomey  would  not 
speculate  as  to  what  potential 
motives  there  could  have  been 
that  led  to  the  woman's  demise. 

The  recent  Richmond  District 
homicides  were  the  43rd  and 
44th  of  the  year  in  San  Francisco, 
which  is  among  the  lowest  mur- 
der rate  recorded  in  the  City  in 
the  past  30  years.

GGNRA  celebrates  25th  anniversary  in  Oct.

For  a  silver  anniversary  celebration,  the 
Golden  Gate  National  Recreation  Area  is 
sponsoring  25  events  to  celebrate  the  area's 
25  years  as  a  national  park. 

There  will  be  an  event  each  day.  from 
Oct.  2  to  Oct.  25,  at  many  of  the  park's 
major  aliraclions.  including  the  Cliff 
House,  Ocean  Beach,  Fort  Point,  Alcatraz. 
Fort  Funston  and  the  Presidio  National 
Park. 

Kicking  off  the  celebration  Oct.  2  is  a 
presentation  of  how  the  park  got  its  start, 
with  Amy  Meyer  (a  neighborhood  conser- 
vationist). Bill  Whalen  (the  first  GGNRA 
superintendent)  and  Doug  Nadeau  (the  first 


GGNRA  park  planner)  telling  of  their  ex- 
periences in  creating  the  national  park. 

The  Golden  Gate  National  Recreation 
Area  was  created  in  1972  by  legislation 
carried  by  the  late-Congressman  Philip 
Burion  and  signed  by  President  Richard 
Nixon.  Its  74,0(X)  acres  stretches  along  28 
miles  of  coastline,  including  all  of  San 
Francisco's  along  the  Pacific  Ocean.  With 
the  recent  acquisition  of  the  Presidio 
National  Park,  the  area  comprises  the 
largest  urban  park  in  the  United  States. 

The  movement  to  create  the  park  oc- 
curred when  an  18,000-person  housing  de- 
velopmcnl,  called  "Marincello.  "  was  pro- 
posed to  be  constructed  in  the  Marin 
Headlands. 


The  GGNRA  has  some  1.250  historic 
structures  located  within  its  boundaries, 
and  they  house  many  non-profit  groups  and 
"partners,"  including  the  YMCA.  Thoreau 
Center  for  Sustainabilily,  Presidio 
Alliance,  Presidio.  Fort  Point  Historical 
Association,  National  Indian  Justice  Center 
and  the  Japanese  American  Historical 
Association. 

Businesses  operating  on  the  federal 
lands  include  the  Cliff  House.  Louis' 
Restaurant.  Presidio  Bowling  Center  and 
the  Arnold  Palmer  Golf  Center  in  the 
Presidio.

Richmond  District  after-scltool 
collaborative  serves  150  youth

I  am  the  light  sound  of  heat, 
meaner  than  the  moon.  Can  I 
stretch  for  the  sky?  My  friends 
don't  think  I  can,  but  I  do.  1  see 
cherries  in  my  dream.

Every  day,  children  are 
stretching  for  the  sky  —  in  their 
creative  movement  class.  Their 
art  class  gives  shape  and  fomi  to 
dreams  and  nightmares.  Daily 
questions  and  rites  of  passage 
find  rhythm  in  their  poetry  and 
music  classes. 


In  this  post- Proposition  13  era 
of  shrunken  California  education 
expenditures,  where  less  is  spent 
on  youth  than  anywhere  in  the 
United  States  except  Louisiana, 
some  children  in  the  Richmond 
District  manage,  each  afternoon, 
to  step  back  in  time. 

One  hundred  fifty  children  at 
four  Richmond  school  sites  take 
part  in  the  Richmond  District 
After  School  Collaborative, 
which  means  art  classes  every 
day.  taught  by  artist-teachers 
from  some  of  the  most  reputable 
art's  education  organizations  in 
the  City.  With  fees  on  a  sliding 


scale  from  $10  lo  $100  per 
month.  the  collaborative 
(RDASC)  is  true  to  its  purpose: 
to  provide  affordable  childcarc 
that  cares  for  children  by  giving 
them  a  chance  lo  create  art. 

"To  hear  their  own  voice  —  to 
realize  it  has  value  and  beauty"  is 
how  one  teacher  describes  what 
RDASC  artist-teachers  want  for 
their  children.  But  to  achieve  that 
goal,  at  what  is  often  the  omery 
end  of  the  child's  long  day,  re- 
quires guerrilla  tactics. 

In  Creative  Movement  class  at 
Argonne  Elementary  School, 
teacher  Jeff  Porter  has  the 
method  down.  The  session  im- 
merses children,  as  young  as  six, 
in  the  kind  of  choices  choreogra- 
phy is  made  of;  structured  as  a 


series  of  absorbing,  quirky 
games. 

In  one  shape-making  game, 
when  Porter  shouts  out  to  his 
crew,  "Low  ground  shape!"  or 
"High  twisted  shape!"  they  trans- 
form themselves  into  snails,  sea 
anemones  and  trees  with  twisted 
branches. 

"Beautiful  low  shape, 
Clayton!  Great.  Vanessa!"  Porter 
encourages  before  moving  on  to 
the  next  game. 

The  games  not  only  give  stu- 
dents a  chance  to  practice  an  es- 
sential of  dance  —  in  this  case, 
shaping  space  —  but  ihey  also 
combine  group  work  with  indi- 
vidual expression.

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From  seeds  of  tragedy,  Rosenberg  garden  blooms 


Thanks  lo  the  work  of  re- 
sourceful parents,  the  Jewish 
Communiiy  Cenier  of  San 
Francisco's  Rosenberg  Early 
Childhood  Center  has  a  beauiiful 
new  front  garden,  and  gardening 
is  being  incorporated  into  the 
curriculum. 

The  garden  was  completed 
this  past  summer  through  the  ef- 
forts and  donations  of  school  par- 
enls.  who  installed  new  brick 
walkways,  planted  trees  and  con- 
structed raised  beds  for  flowers 
and  vegetables. 


A  focal  point  of  the  sunny 
garden  is  a  bench  featuring  a 
memorial  plague  to  Katharine 
Leavitt.  whose  two  sons.

Leaviii  established  a  fund  for 
Rosenberg  Center  Director, 
Diane  Baiter,  to  apply  to  site 
needs  at  her  discretion  and  rec- 
ommended that  people  contribute 
to  the  fund  in  his  wife's  memory.

Volunteers  swung  into  action, 
contributing  skills,  time  and  ma- 
terial. The  fmished  garden  is  an 


easy -maintenance  area  with  auto- 
matic drip  irrigation.  Preschool 
students  are  learning  about  gar- 
dening and  composting  as  they 
tend  raised  beds  of  vegetables 
and  flowers. 

"I  wanted  to  give  tu  the 
school,  and  the  gift  came  back  to 
the  whole  group,"  says  Andrew 
Lcaviit.

"We  function  as  a  group." 
Porter  explains  "But.  rather  than 
saying.  'Here's  a  shape,  everyone 
make  ihal  shape."  I  try  to  pro- 
mote differences  so  they  feel  free 
to  express  themselves." 

It's  clear  during  "walk  and 
freeze"  that  the  children  are  not 
afraid  to  push  the  limits  of  self- 
expression.  The  kids  stretch  the 
game's  rules  —  you  walk  until 
the  beat  of  the  drum  stops  and 
then  freeze  —  just  to  their  break- 
ing point,  risking  such  improba- 
ble "freezes"  as  a  hand-stand,  a 
deep  lunge  and  a  stork-like  bal- 
ance on  tip-toe. 

That  Porter,  like  many  of 
RDASC  s  arlisl-lcachers,  has 
worked  with  the  same  kids  for  as 
many  as  three  consecutive  years, 
makes  il  easier  for  them  to  step 
out  on  their  own  and  brave  crc- 
ativit>'. 

"I  believe."  he  confides  after 
class,  "real  learning  lakes  place 
when  there  is  an  exchange  from 
the  hean.  not  an  intellectual  ex- 
change. It's  an  exchange  with  the 
kids  on  a  consistent  basis  week 
to  week,  and  year  after  year  after 
year.  How  I  respect  them  within 
the  class  and  how  they  respect 
me  —  that  fs  where  the  learning 
is  happening." 

Teachers  and  administrators 
from  all  of  RDASCs  participat- 
ing organizations  emphasize  the 
importance  of  winning  the 
child's  tnist  —  through  the  teach- 
er's consistent  presence  and  his 
or  her's  respect  for  their  students' 
vision  and  experience. 

"The  artist  does  not  go  into 
class  and  say.  "First,  we're  going 
to  start  with  primary  colors,"" 
Camilte  Olivier-Salmon,  a  col- 
Hbotative  admiiiistrator.  points 
out^  "Thcfc's  no  set  curriculum. 
The  artist  with  her  vocabulary 
and  the  students  with  their  inter- 
ests come  together  to  work  to- 
ward an  artistic  goal,"  she  said. 

When  poet  Marcy  Freedman 
worked  on  "sound"  poems  with 
students  at  Lafayette  Elementary 
School,  many  of  whom  have  a 
primary  language  other  than 
English,  she  asked  them  how  an- 
other person's  language  sounds 
when  you  cannot  understand  it. 

The  children's  answers  served 
as  a  meeting  point  for  the  experi- 
ences of  children  with  different 
primary  languages. 

Funded  in  pan  by  Proposition 
J,  San  Francisco's  "Children's 
Amendment."  RDASC  is  the 
brain-child  of  Richmond  parent 
Ailene  Cossino-Herold  and  the 
Richmond  District  Neighborhood 
Center. 

In  the  early  '90s.  Cossino- 
Herold  informally  surveyed  other 
Richmond  parents,  many  of 
whom  are  recent  immigrants 
working  long  hours  for  low  pay. 


Kidft  at  Lafayette  Elementary 
after«chool  program. 

She  found  that,  like  herself,  they 
lacked  affordable  after-school 
childcare.  She  appealed  to  the 
neighborhood  center  for  help 
and.  in  1994.  it  established  the 
After  School  Collaborative. 

The  collaborative  consists  of 
four  San  Francisco  art  providers, 
the  San  Francisco  Arts  Education 
Project,  Performing  Arts 
Workshop,  San  Francisco 
Community  Music  Center  and 
Poets  in  the  Schools. 

School  principals  from  the 
four  sites  —  Alamo.  Argonne, 
Lafayette  and  Roosevelt,  and 
Rec.  &  Park  Department  direc- 
tors and  Richmond  Area  Multi- 
Services  case  workers,  are  also 
members. 

Positive  effects  the  art  pro- 
gram has  on  a  child's  develop- 
ment becomes  clear  in  talking  to 
RDASCs  administrators  and 
watching  the  joy  artist-teachers 
inspire  in  their  students. 
Nevertheless,  RDASC  must  have 
quantitative  evidence  of  its  suc- 
cess to  justify  itself  to  funders. 

'"One  of  the  challenges  we're 
working  on  right  now."  Bennett 
Grassano.  RDASCs  program  di- 
rector, calmly  explains,  "is  how 
you  prove  in  numbers  that  art  is 
valuable." 

"Funding  is  given  to  things 
that  are  proven  to  succeed," 
Porter  adds.  "If  we  have  hardcore 
facts  to  point  to,  then  someone 
who  is  saying  the  arts  are  super- 
fluous and  unnecessary  would 
have  a  hard  time  negating  those 
facts.  But.  it's  like  a  Zen  koan. 
How  do  you  quantify  quality?" 

He  says  the  proof  of  the  pro- 
gram's efficacy  is  both  manifold 
and  nebulous.  What  value  does 
one  assign  10-ycar  old  Gilbert

Yu's  powerful  images,  "bucket  of 
eyes/sea  of  ears/house  of  moth- 
ers"? And  how  does  one  quantify 
a  child's  evolution  in  her  music 
class  from  wallflower  to  eager 
participant?  he  muses. 

RDASCs  participating  arts 
providers  evince  only  slight 
weariness  at  the  task  of  fmding 
answers  to  these  dubious  ques- 
tions, because  what  matters  cur- 
rently is  the  program  is  going 
strong  this  year. 

With  many  artists  returning 
for  another  year,  the  collabora- 
tive —  "the  most  lovely  and 
well-run  and  organized  and  suc- 
cessful of  them  all,"  Olivier- 
Salmon  says  —  is  stronger  thao 
ever. 

News  update:  a  cache  of 
school  district  funding  — 
$600,000  each  year  for  the  next 
three  years  —  was  recently  des- 
ignated for  elementary  schools' 
in-school  arts  programming.  As 
of  presstime,  the  schools  chosen 
for  artists-in-residence  have  not 
been  disclosed.

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On  Nov.  8,  thousands  ot  San 
Franciscans  will  lake  lo  ihe  streets 
with  their  brooms,  dust  pans  and 
garbage  bags  as  part  of  a  city  wide  effon  to 
make  our  City  by  the  Bay  even  more  beau- 
tiful. 

Led  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  Golden  Gate  Disposal,  the  City  is  or- 
ganizing a  four  hour,  city  wide  clean-up 
called  **Thc  Great  Sweep"  —  and  we're 
asking  all  San  Francisco  residents  to  par- 
ticipate.

Two  armed  robbers  burst  into 
the  Superior  Palace  Restaurant, 
located  at  3S46  Balboa  St..  Sept. 
14  and  escaped  with  about 
$3,000. 

Richmond  District  police  offi- 
cers arrived  at  the  restaurant  at 
about  10:50  p.m.  after  being  noti- 
fied that  a  "hold-up"  alarm  had 
been  activated.  They  found  the 
owner,  Yi  Gao.  and  two  other 
employees  in  front  of  the  restau- 
rant, but  when  officers  tried  lo 


get  a  description  of  the  suspects  a 
language  barrier  prevented  them 
from  getting  detailed  informa- 
tion, A  police  officer  that  spoke 
Cantonese  was  surmnoned  lo  de- 
termine what  had  happened. 

The  victims  said  the  suspects, 
two  Asian  males,  entered  the 
store  and  said,  in  Mandarin. 
"Don't  move.  Don't  look  at  me." 
The  suspects  then  ripped  a  tele- 
phone cord  out  of  the  wall  and 
forced  the  restaurant's  owner  to 
open  the  cash  register,  which 
contained  the  day's  receipts.  As 


one  suspect  held  the  restaurant 
employees  at  gunpoint,  the  other 
pillaged  the  cash  register. 

The  suspects  are  described  as 
being  m  their  20s.  with  one  being 
about  five-feet,  eight-mches  tall, 
and  160  pounds,  and  the  other 
being  about  five-feel,  six-inches 
tall  and  180  pounds.  Both  sus- 
pects were  wearing  baseball  caps 
and  carried  black  revolvers,  each 
in  their  right  hand. 

Gao  and  his  wife  moved  to  the 
United  Slates  in  1995  and  bought 
the  restaurant  in  July.

Marijuana  Cultivating/ 
Growing:  Sept  8, 5:20  p.m., 
500  Block  of  26th  Avenue 

On  ihc  above  date  and  time, 
ihe  reporting  police  officer  was 
dispatched  to  said  address  in  re- 
sponse to  an  occurring  emergency. 

When  the  officer  arrived,  he 
was  met  by  the  building  owners 
who  had  placed  the  emergency 
phone  call,  The  owner  said  that 
there  was  a  problem  and  she  di- 
rected Ihe  officer  to  her  bedroom. 
The  officer  observed  a  large  wa- 
ter spot  on  the  linens  and  bed.  as 
well  as  a  lot  of  moisture  on  the 
ceiling  and  ceiling  light  fixture. 

The  officer  and  owner  went  to 
the  apartment  upstairs,  which 
was  believed  to  be  the  source  of 
the  problem.  Since  there  was  no 
response  to  their  knocking  on  the 
door,  the  owner  used  her  master 
key  to  gain  access  into  the  apart- 
ment. The  investigating  parly  en- 
tered the  apartment. 

The  officer  accompanied  the 
owner  down  the  hall  and  into  a 
bedroom  of  the  apartment  As 
they  entered  the  room,  the  owner 
directed  the  officer  to  closet  and 
pointed  down  to  the  floor,  saying 
that  it  was  the  location  of  the 
leak.  As  the  officer  looked  into 
the  closet,  he  discovered  hydro- 
ponic  growing  equipment.  The 
officer  spotted  several  marijuana 
plants  in  the  bathroom  (later  find- 
ing additional  plants  in  the  bath- 
tub and  shower). 

The  officer  conducted  a  search 
of  the  apartment.  Entering  each 
room  only  after  announcing  his 
presence,  and  knocking  on  each 
door  to  ensure  that  no  onie  was 
home.  Upon  entering  one  of  the 
rooms,  the  officer  discovered 
four  more  marijuana  plants  and 
more  hydroponic  equipment  in 
the  room's  closet. 

The  officer  called  and  request- 
ed that  a  narcotics  unit  respond 
to  the  scene.  When  the  narcotics 
division  arrived  on  the  scene, 
they  were  apprised  of  the  inci- 
dent and  informed  of  the  physical 
evidence  that  had  been 
discovered. 

The  marijuana  plants  were 
seized  from  the  bedroom.  Two 
officers  remained  on  the  scene 
until  a  search  warrant  could  be 
requested  for  the  premises. 

The  reporting  officer,  in  con- 
ft^ction  with  the  narcotic  divi- 
sion officers,  wrote  out  a  search 
warrant  and  requested  night  ser- 
vice for  the  premises  from  the 
judge. 

The  reporting  officer,  accom- 
panied by  a  Sergeant  and  fellow 
officer,  returned  to  Ihe  address  of 
the  scene,  where  remaining  offi- 
cers had  detained  3  of  the  apart- 


menLs'  residents. 

The  suspected  marijuana 
plants  were  seized  from  two  sep- 
arated bedrooms.  The  Sergeant 
left  both  a  copy  of  the  search 
warrant  and  an  inventory  sheet  in 
the  possession  of  one  of  the  resi- 
dents. 

Three  of  the  residents  were  re- 
leased at  the  scene. 

The  reporting  officer,  per  the 
direction  of  one  of  his  superiors, 
mirandized  the  first  roommate 
who  had  returned.  The  officer 
spoke  with  her  as  follows: 

He  requested  that  he  and  she 
go  someplace  private  and  speak. 
They  went  into  her  room.  The  of- 
ficer explained,  in  detail,  how  po- 
lice had  come  to  be  in  her  resi- 
dence in  the  first  place,  describ- 
ing the  water  leak  and  the  events 
(hat  occurred  regarding  it. 

The  officer  then  read  her  the 
Miranda  rights.  She  stated  that 
she  understood  each  of  (hem  as 
they  were  read  to  her 

She  slated  "...  I  think  I  want  a 
lawyer ... ."  She  also  said.  "I 
want  (o  talk  to  my  roommate.  I 
just  know  there's  a  hefty  penalty 
with  cultivation.  I  want  to  do  the 
right  thing." 

The  officer  told  her  that  since 
she  indicated  that  she  wanted  an 
anomey.  he  would  not  continue 
to  interview  her  at  that  time. 

Later  in  the  evening  the  arrest- 
ing officer  heard  her  say  to 
friends,  "I  wish  (name  withheld) 
was  here.  I  always  get  in  trouble 
for  him." 

The  suspected  marijuana  was 
transported  to  the  narcotics  drop 
at  the  HaJl  of  Justice.  The  officer 
booked  the  statement  he  had  tak- 
en at  the  scene. 

Infliction  of  Injury  Upon 
Co-Habitee:  Sept  4. 1:30  0.111., 
3900  Block  of  Cabrillo  St 

Police  dispatch  sent  the  re- 
porting officer  to  the  above  loca- 
tion in  response  to  a  call  regard- 
ing domestic  violence. 

Upon  the  officer's  arrival  a 
fellow  officer  stated  that  he  need- 
ed a  Cantonese  speaking  officer 
to  assist  with  translation.  After 
an  officer  responded  to  the  scene 
on  this  request,  the  victim  stated 
(hat  her  husband  had  assaulted 
her  earlier  that  day  in  their  bed- 
room. She  stated  that  her  hus- 
band had  struck  her  with  a  closed 
fist  in  the  forearm,  and  had  dam- 
aged her  property.

'Mother  Booker'  honored  at  100th  birthday  party 

Mayor  proclaims 
Sept.  7  'Rosetta 
Booker  Day'

Rosetta  Booker's  belief  in 
God  is  what  keeps  the  100-year- 
old.  Richmond  District  resident 
going  strong. 

The  founder  and  former  pastor 
al  the  First  Apostolic  Faith 
Church.  2389  Bush  St..  is  now 
living  in  the  Inner  Richmond 
District  with  her  grandson,  Jan 
Booker,  proprietor  of  Gillon 
Lumber,  and  his  family.  In  May, 
an  accidental  fire  damaged 
"Mother  Booker's"  home  at  1709 
Baker  St..  which  she  also  used  to 
house  needy  people  for  more 
than  60  years. 

"I  strictly  do  what  the  Bible 
says."  said  Booker,  who  would 
like  to  live  near  the  church.  "If 
you  (don't),  you're  jumping 
where  you  don't  want  to  go  ...  to 
Hell."  ■ 

In  honor  of  Booker's  work 
with  the  needy.  SF  Mayor  Willie 
Brown  declared  Sept.  7  "Rosetta 
Booker  Day."  Booker,  who  says 
she  has  never  seen  a  doctor,  also 
received  recognition  from  former 
California  State  Sen.  Milton 
Marks  and  the  California  State 
Senate.  She  also  has  a  letter  of 
congratulations  for  her  longevity 
from  the  White  House. 

Booker,  the  former  Rosetta 
Ross,  was  bom  in  Alto.  Texas  on 
Sept.  7.  1897.  She  grew  up  in 
that  area  with  her  lone  brother. 

When  she  was  18  years  old, 
she  married  Albert  Booker,  who 
built  freeways,  and  the  couple 
had  three  children,  Jrma.  Earlc 
and  Eddie. 


The  family  moved,  because  of 
Albert's  job,  to  Arizona  and  then 
to  San  Jose,  where  Booker  had 
another  son.  Faidy. 

In  1932  they  moved  to  the 
house  on  Baker  Street,  after 
Earle  received  a  boxing  scholar- 
ship at  the  University  of  San 
Francisco.  He  and  Eddie,  known 
as  the  "Booker  Brothers,"  both 
boxed  in  the  1930s  and  1940s. 
Earle,  both  a  statewide  amateur 
featherweight  and  senior 
lightweight  champion,  also  be- 
came the  first  African  American 
to  graduate  from  USF. 

"My  father  came  to  a  couple 
fights,  but  my  mother  thought  it 
was  not  very  Christian."  said 
Earle,  the  last  surviving  member 
Booker's  immediate  family. 

Earle.  who  also  ran  The 
Pugilist,  a  boxing  newsletter,  said 
his  mother's  religious  beliefs  are 
very  valuable. 

"Every  Sunday  since  I  was 
six.  I  knew  4  was  going  to 
Sunday  school,"  said  Earle,  now 
81  years  old  and  living  in 
Oakland.  "It  was  never  a  burden. 
It  was  quite  important  and  I  now 
know  quite  a  bit  about  the  Bible." 

Booker  said  Earle  is  equally 
as  big  in  her  life. 

"I  want  people  to  know  I  have 
a  son.  who  is  very,  very  impor- 
tant," said  Booker. 

At  last  count,  Booker  had  13 
grandchildren.  25  great-grand- 
children, and  eight  great-great 
grandchildren. 

Booker's  dedication  to  the 
Christian  religion  began  in  1923. 
when  she  was  "saved  by  the  Holy 
Ghost."  Since  then,  she's  dedicat- 
ed her  life  to  helping  others  and 
teaching  about  Jesus. 

"It  stopped  me  from  associat- 
ing with  bad  people  and  talking 
bad  language,"  said  Booker.  "It

also  stopped  me  from  fighting." 

Booker  and  her  husband  held 
church  services  in  various  build- 
ings, including  their  homes,  in 
the  different  places  they  lived. 
She  also  worked  with  different 
churches  in  Oakland. 

"She's  done  a  tremendous  job 
for  a  lot  of  people,"  said  Pastor 
Johnny  Lay.  whose  known 
Booker  since  1978.  "She's  been  a 
wonderful  person  for  the  com- 
munity." 

The  Bookers  bought  their 
Bush  Street  church  in  1961,  us- 
ing their  home  as  collateral.  Soon 
after  paying  off  their  loan,  they 
donated  the  church  to  its  congre- 
gation. The  couple  was  the 
church's  first  pastors. 

The  two  helped  a  wide  range 
of  people  in  their  years  at  the 
church. 

Up  until  five  years  ago, 
Booker  often  Jf^fdcuniipage  sales 


with  donated  clothing,  some  of 
which  was  her  own,  so  the  poor 
could  have  new  clothes. 

Booker  also  housed  Japanese- 
Americans  who  avoided  being 
placed  in  internment  camps  dur- 
ing World  War  II. 

"She  helped  out  so  many  peo- 


ple." said  Sofia  Abuda-Booker, 
Jan's  wife. 

"She  took  people  in  no  matter 
who  they  were,  and  now  those 
people  are  something."  Sofia 
said.  "Some  people  say  that  if  it 
wasn't  for  her,  they'd  be  on  the 
street,  on  drugs  or  dead." 

When  Booker's  husband  died 
in  1973,  she  moved  into  a  small 
room  in  her  Victorian  home, 
which  has  three  bedrooms  and 
two  kitchens. 

Booker  continued  to  be  a  pas- 
tor at  the  church  until  1991, 
when  Lay  became  pastor. 

"I  was  very  tired,"  said 
Booker,  who  was  94  when  she 
retired. 

Though  she  mostly  stays 
home,  reading  the  Bible,  she  con- 
tinues to  attend  lessons  at  the 
church. 

"I  don't  want  you  to  take  the 
wrong  route,"  said  Booker,  who 
still  preaches  at  her  new  home. 
"If  I  catch  you  doing  something 
bad,  I'll  tell  you  not  to." 

According  to  Jan,  his  grand- 
mother will  continue  to  live  at  his 
home  even  after  the  Baker  Street

Stacy,  Hanns  and  myself  or- 
dered Salmon  Poche  Nantua 
(poached  with  Nantua  sauce). 
$17.75.  while  Neil  opted  for 
Wienerschnitzel,  $17.25.  All  en- 
trees come  with  the  soup  du  jour 
and  salad,  plus  dessert,  so  the 
prices  are  more  reasonable  than 
would  be  expected,  especially 
considering  the  quality  of  the 
food.

Ginny  Kolmar 

is  the  only  restaurant  in  which  1 
will  order  salmon,  since  he  takes 
a  iweezer-like  utensil  and  picks 
out  every  last  bone. 

Wc  were  offered  2  soups 
made  by  Mrs.  Tschudi;  Creamy 
Clam  Chowder  and  our  usual 
Potato  Leek.  Hanns"  chowder 
was  remarkable;  free  from  artifi- 
cial thickeners,  like  flour  or  corn- 
starch, and  tastier  than  any  at 
Fisherman's  Wharf.  Potato  Leek 
is  a  favorite  of  diners  who  come 
here,  and  is  as  good  as  any  in 
Europe. 

Dan  especially  enjoyed  butler 
lettuce  leaves  tossed  with  an  oh- 
so-light  vinaigrette.  He  said  his 
Coquilles  were  perfection,  as  was 
Neil's  breaded  veal  cutlet  and  our 
salmon  was  like  velvet  — 
smooth  in  its  rich  Nantua  sauce 
with  small  bay  shrimp.  We  had  a 
terrific  Swiss  chard  vegetable  - 
one  of  the  waiters  says  the  secret 
is  to  steam  or  boil  the  chard  in 
salt  water  and  then  squeeze  a  lot 
of  fresh  lemon  juice  on  top  —  a 
tip  we'll  try  at  home. 

We  also  shared  a  bottle  of 
lovely  Merlot  that  Louise  pro- 
duced from  Luzem's  wine  cellar. 
There  are  also  1 1  aperitifs  (most- 
ly $3  each)  and  four  types  of  beer 
available,  one  of  which  is  non-al- 
coholic. 

Creme  Caramel.  Ice  Cream  or 
Sherbet  are  offered  for  dessert.

In  fact,  creat- 
ing less  waste  in  the 
first  place  and 
reusing  products 
preserves  more  re- 
sources than  recy- 
cling. In  an  effort  to  promote 
reuse,  the  fir^t  annual  2nd  Chance 
Week  will  be  celebrated  statewide 
between  Oct.  18  and  Oct.  26. 

Reuse  involves  taking  an  item 
destined  for  disposal  and  reusing 
it  without  altering  ihc  item.  Reuse 
has  a  long  history  and  is  support- 
ed by  a  large  number  of  retail  out- 
lets, including  thrift  stores,  used 
book  stores,  and  repair  shops. 
Yard  sales,  flea  markets  and  nim- 
mage  sales  also  support  reuse. 

Over  the  past  few  years,  a 
number  of  organizations  have 
been  established  in  San  Francisco 
to  promote  the  reuse  of  special- 
izeid  materials.  Building 
Resources,  at  701  Amador  St.. 
buys  and  sells  quality  reusable 
building  materials.  The 
Scrounger's  Center  for  Reusable 
An  Parts,  at  Pier  80.  lakes  left- 
over materials  from  businesses 
and  distributes  them  to  teachers  to 
use  in  art  projects.  The 
RACORSE  Network  collects 
reusable  healthcare  equipment 
(such  as  wheelchairs)  for  redislri- 
iMjtion.  The  Children's  Book 
Project  collects  books  from  indi- 
viduals, organizations  and  pub- 
lishers and  distributes  the  books 
to  schools,  shelters  and  day-care 
facilities. 

Reuse  helps  the  environment, 
and  the  economy,  in  many  ways.

With  reuse,  fewer  natural  re- 
sources, including  raw  materials, 
energy  and  landfill  space,  are 
needed.  In  addition,  a  study  by 
the  Institute  for  Local  Self- 
Reliance  found  that,  if  only  half 
the  durable  goods  (such  as  used 
appliances,  himiture.  clothing  and 
machinery)  now  being  discarded 
annually  were  reused,  more  than 
1 10.000 jobs  could  be  created. 

There  are  a  number  of  ways 
consumers  can  support  reuse.  One 
important  way  is  to  avoid  dispos- 
able products.  This  can  be  done 
by  buying  sponges  or  cloth  nap- 
kins or  using  rags  instead  of 
throwaway  paper  products;  using 
refillable  pens,  pencils  and 
lighters;  buying  rechargeable  bat- 
teries and  flashlights  instead  of 
disposable  ones;  using  washable 
plates,  cups  and  silverware  for 
picnics  instead  of  disposable 
ones;  buying  razors  with  replace- 
able blades  or  electric  razors  and 
using  cloth  diapers  instead  of  dis- 
posable diapers. 

A  second  way  to  promote 
reuse  i  s  to  find  new  uses  for  com- 
mon household  items.  For  exam- 
ple, glass  jars  and  plastic  contain- 
ers arc  great  for  storing  small, 
loose  items  like  nails  and  buttons. 

Seeking  out  durable  pmducts 
can  not  only  reduce  your  impact 
on  the  environment,  but  also  save

Using  solar  powered  or  manually 
operated  products,  instead  of 
those  that  require  batteries,  also 
saves  resources. 

When  you  no  longer  need  an 
item,  arrange  to  have  it  reused. 
Some  stores  encourage  their  cus- 
tomers to  return  containers  for  re- 
fills —  and  will  give  you  a  dis- 
count if  you  do. 

Current  refillable  items  include 
lotions,  detergents,  shampoos, 
coffee  bags,  and  of  course,  gro- 
cery bags.  Remember  to  return 
hangers  to  dry  cleaners. 

You  can  also  rent  or  borrow  in- 
frequently used  items  rather  than 
buying  them  and  having  them  sit 
unused  most  of  the  year.

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In  this  business,  I  hear  of 
many  people  conDplaining  to 
me  about  their  relationship 
with  their  real  estate  agents.  The 
most  common  one  is  a  mistrust 
between  the  clients  and  their 
agents. 

Sellers  often  don't  believe 
agents  when  they  lell  them  that 
their  homes  are  not  worth  as 
much  as  they  thought.  Sellers  of- 
ten accuse  Realtors  of  giving 
their  houses  away  at  a  low  price, 
and  buyers  often  complain  that 
the  agents  always  show  them 
homes  above  their  price  range, 
hoping  to  make  a  little  more  on 
the  commission. 

I  am  sure  that  there  is  some 
validity  to  these  complaints.

However,  real 
esitite  agents  have 
a  fiduciary  respon- 
sibility of  utmost 
care,  integrity, 
honesty  and.  loyal- 
ty when  dealing 
with  the  principals. 
The  court  system 
has  defined  this  relationship 
much  like  that  of  a  trustee  and 
beneficiary;  whereas,  the  trustee 
is  supposed  to  act  for  the  benefi- 
ciary and  to  his  advantage,  with- 
out any  thoughts  or  personal 
gains  to  the  trustee. 

In  addition,  the  real  estate 
agent  has  a  responsibility  to  be 
honest,  exercise  care,  and  dis- 
close all  known  facts  to  all  other 
parlies  including  the  principals 
he  is  not  representing. 

Since  Jan.  I,  1987.  sellers  of 
real  properties,  from  one  to  four 
residential  units,  and  real  estate 
agents,  are  required  by  law  to

Statement,  disclosing  all  they 
know  about  the  property. 

In  addition  to  fulfilling  these 
obligations,  the  agent  has  a  re- 
sponsibility to  keep  the  principal 
informed  and  to  make  sure  that 
the  principal  approves  of  his  ac- 
tions. 

There  should  always  be  full 
disclosure  of  the  facts  between 
an  agent  and  the  principal,  and 
the  agent  should  never  do  any- 
thing that  is  not  in  the  best  inter- 
est of  the  principal. 

For  example,  if  the  seller's 
agent  knows  that  the  seller  will 
accept  a  purchase  price  of 
$300,000  for  a  property,  he  has 
an  obligation  not  to  tell  anyone

Likewise,  if  a 
buyer's  agem 
knows  that  the 
buyer  will  come 
up  in  price,  he 
cannot  disclose  that  informalion 
to  the  other  parties  because  he 
would  not  be  acting  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  buyers. 

Be  aware  when  the  real  estate 
agent  is  representing  both  the 
buyers  and  sellers  in  the  same 
transaction.  In  such  cases,  the  li- 
censee must  disclose  this  fact  to 
both  principals  up  front.  Then,  in 
effect,  he  will  be  acting  as  a  fa- 
cilitator —  trying  to  put  the 
transaction  together,  rather  than 
negotiating  the  best  price  and 
terms  for  both  parties. 

When  an  agent  is  representing 
both  parties,  he  will  probably 
have  access  to  confidential  infor- 
malion which  he  cannot  disclose 
to  the  other  party.  He  must  be 
very  careful  so  that  he  maintains 
his  fiduciary  responsibility  to 
both  the  buyers  and  to  the  sellers. 

The  question  that  always 
comes  up  then  is,  "How  does  a 
principal  find  a  real  estate  agent 
he  can  trust?" 


In  the  real  estate  business, 
agents  do  not  earn  a  salary,  they 
work  on  commissions.  If  they  do 
not  sell,  they  do  not  make  any 
money.  In  addition,  they  have 
other  expenses  such  as  advertis- 
ing, postage,  auto  maintenance, 
and  phone  bills.  Therefore, 
agents  have  very  strong  incen- 
tives to  make  sales. 

In  order  to  find  an  honest  real 
estate  agent  who  will  represent 
you  in  your  best  interest.  I  would 
recommend  that  you  ask  for  re- 
ferrals from  friends  or  relatives 
who  have  used  real  estate  agents 
in  the  past.  As  well.  I  would 
interview  other  agents  before  de- 
ciding on  which  one  to  use. 

Usually  during  the  interview- 
ing process,  you  will  get  a  sense 
of  who  is  competent  and  who 
will  be  honest  with  you. 
Establishing  a  rapport  with  this 
individual  is  crucial  because  you 
will  be  working  with  this  agent 
very  closely  over  the  next  several 
months. 

In  addition  to  feeling  comfort- 
able with  your  agent,  you  must 
evaluate  their  sales  and  negotia- 
tion skills.  Is  he  or  she  going  to 
be  able  to  service  you  to  your  ex- 
pectations? Usually,  during  the 
interviewing  process,  one  agent 
will  shine  and  you  know  that  you 
have  your  agent.

Editor: 

Oak  and  Fell  Street  residents 
are  upset  about  the  amount  of 
trallfic  ihey  will  experience  if  the 
Central  Freeway  is  re-opened 
pemianenlly.  While  I  sympathize 
with  iheir  plight,  we  need  to  re- 
member that  these  streets  have 
been  main  traffic  arteries  for  al- 
most 40  years. 

The  increase  in  traffic  is  due, 
in  part,  to  the  closing  of  the 
Gough  and  Franklin  ramps  which 
shut  off  our  much  needed  north- 
ern access.  This  is  a  problem 
which  nobody  seems  to  want  to 
focus  on.  Proposition  H  gives  a 
deadline  to  City  officials  to  come 
up  with  a  solution  to  the  tack  of 
northern  accessibility  and  will 
disperse  a  certain  amount  of  traf- 
fic from  Oak  and  Fell  streets. 

According  to  Caltrans.  traffic 
congestion  increased  over  30  per- 
cent in  one  year  on  Bay  Area 
highways.  In  San  Francisco,  this 
figure  is  worse  on  City  streets 


and  will  not  get  better  in  the  fu- 
ture. A  decision  was  made  40 
years  ago  to  end  the  freeway  at 
Oak  and  Fell  streets,  which  has 
precipitated  our  current  problem. 
If  we  continue  to  retract  the 
length  of  the  freewa;^other 
neighbo'th6ods'wfi^sJflef  allmi* 
lar  fate. 

The  reality  is  that  the  City  is 
incapable  of  making  decisions. 

Eight  years  have  passed  since 
the  Loma-Priela  Earthquake. 
Other  cities  have  taken  advantage 
of  federal  funds  to  rebuild  their 
infrastructure  while  SF  keeps 
coming  up  with  more  and  more 
schemes  with  no  resolution  in 
sight. 

Prop.  H  gives  the  City  clear 
directions  and  deadlines.  We 
have  to  end  the  proliferation  of 
plans  and  fruitless  debates. 

We  cannot  hope  for  one  com- 
prehensive and  ultimate  solution 
overnight  to  our  traffic  woes,  we 
are  instead  attempting  to  solve 


the  problem  one  step  at  a  time. 
Prop  H  is  the  best  single  step  we 
can  take  now,
